and extending out through that vo­

Altogether too often the rem ark 
is heard in Rotary clubs: “Oh, 
I am

vice." Just how' much of a Rotarían 
is any m em ber of a Rotary club 
who takes this p osition in regard 
to the one p hase of Rotary with 
which he is most concerned w heth­ 
er he be a business or a p rofes­ 
sional m an? 
Then, this R otarían should ask 
himself why Rotary should have its 
restricted m embership p lan if vo­ 
cational service is of no im p ort­ 
ance? 
Only one from each classifi­ 
cation is adm itted to Rotary. 
But 
he does not rep resent that classi- 
eation in Rotary, because the others 
in

have 
not 
chosen him to rep resent them. 
The 
most that he can do is to rep re­ 
sent Rotary in th a t classification. 
And if he does not even try to find 
out w hat vocational service means, 
how is he to act as an am bassador 
from 
Rotary, 
carrying

classifications, by his p ractice in its 
relationship s, the message of Rotary 
ideals? 
The m em ber of a Rotary club who 
rules out vocational service should 
take a few minutes off and find out 
how much he has left of Rotary,

And if this teaching begin and spread, 
what passio ns shall it stir?

be no ne to say that it is a co ntemptible 
and hateful “ pacifism? ” 
No ne to deride 
the teachers as betrayers o f the glo rio us 
memo ries o f their fighting, their hero ic 
ancesto rs? 
No ne to say that it wo uld 
make o f us a natio n ignuble and supine 
— helpless and ho peless as so me no n-re­ 
sisting Asiatic tribe? 
Yet, literally, the teaching o f the Kel­ 
lo gg treaties is that war in itself is to be 
regarded as a pestilence is, an evil with­ 
o ut co mpensatio ns. 
They reno unce war 
ex cept fo r defense. 
They declare the civ­ 
ilized natio ns turned against their histo ry 
o f the last fifty centuries— which have 
been histo ry o f reso rt to arms to settle 
disagreement. 
They do no t intend that 
defense shall be a pretex t to co ver a swift 
spring to rifles. 
With such treaties car- 
ried o ut in go o d faith by the average 
man, there wo uld have been no co nfeder­ 
ate war, po ssibly no war o f the revo lu­ 
tio n, certainly no %var o f 1812, o r war 
with Mex ico and with Spain.
